BONN, Feb. 10 (AP)-—Chan- 
cellor Adenauer recalled last 
night that he had met Soviet 
Marshal Nikolai Bulganin in the 
1930s—and said: “I had a very 
nice impression of him.” 

Adenauer told German corre- 

spondents that Bulganin, the 
new Soviet premier who was 
then mayor of Moscow, visited 
him in Cologne. 
“Tt was then mayor of Co- 
logne,” the 79-year-old Chancel- 
lor said. “Bulganin spoke ex- 
cellent German. We discussed 
many things.” . 

Smiling, Adenauer added: 
“You see, my friends, we have 
both made quite a career.

The AFL and CIO have come a long distance 
from Atlantic City in 1935 to Miami Beach in 
1955. By agreeing on a plan to. merge their rival 
labor organizations, AFL and CIO leaders have 
travessed history from the sit-down strike to a 
day of comparative stability. 

The CIO was born in rebellion at Atlantic 
City against the traditional craft unionism of 
the American Federation of Labor, It was led 
out of the AFL by John L. Lewis who later 
abandoned his new craft. It grew to a wartime 
strength of 10,000,000 workers in ‘industrial 
unions, and it retrenched later with the expul- 
sion of the Communist-led unions; . 

Today the AFL is estimated to représent some 
10,000,000 workers and the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations half as many. Both are strong 
in their fields. But for two years under their 
new leaders, George Meany of the AFL and 
Walter Reuther of the CIO, the rivals have ap- 
proached one another on the assumption that 
unity would bring more strength. 

Meeting in Miami Beach, the two men now 
predict their organizations will ratify a merger 
agreement before the year is over. Briefly, the 
plan is for Meany to head the new unified labor 
federation, whatever it is called. The CIO will 
form a council of industrial organizgtions within 
this federation. 

If this signifies more strength for organized 
labor, what does it mean for the nation? 

It ought to mean first fewer jurisdictional 
strikes—those senseless union rivalries which 
too often harm the unions at public expense and 
to nobody's real benefit. 

The new merger agreement states that the 
forthcoming federation will establish machinery 
for working out jurisdictional disputes on a vol- 
untary basis. If this is not the most forceful way 
to maintain order, still it extends a method used 
by the AFL to settle several recent disputes. 

Perhaps the merger will mean stronger labor 
pressure for wage increases generally. J/nion 
leaders have predicted that labor will demand 
an increasing share of national prosperity if 
prosperity increases. They also have promised 
a new organizing campaign. 

Obviously in this contemporary society, where 
organization of any kind seems the first order 
of existence, a labor federation representing 
15,000,000 members with their families will be 
able to make itself felt in both industrial and 
political life. 

Public policy accepts this as a fact. Labor's 
rights are defined and protected by national law, 


and-labor’s share in our national existence is too 


big and too complex to be segregated. 

The United States has repeatedly recognized 
the necessity for a strong democratic labor 
movement in a democratic society. -A strong 
labor movement is expected to fight authori- 
tarianism and to help raise living standards. 
When it meets this responsibility without ex- 
cessive industrial strife, organized labor is as- 
suredly part of the foundation of a free state. 

Hence one of Gen. MacArthur’s first acts, in 
turning occupied Japan away from its feudal 
past, was to encourage trade unions. The United 
States followed the same official policy in occu- 
pied Germany. 

What this country believes to be good for 
others cannot be denied at home. President 
Eisenhower, praising American labor for its con- 
tributions to the cause of the free world, told 
the AFL: “Weak unions cannot be responsible. 
That alone is sufficient reason for having strong 
unions.” : |

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We Were French Once

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How Long a Long Run? 
Premier Malenkov was not exactly a well- 
beloved public figure. But as the Russian people 
digest the news of his fall from power, they 
may well regret it. The circumstances sur- 
rounding this event strongly suggest that one 
of its meanings, at least, is that the oft-prom- 
ised people’s utopia has been postponed again. 
Malenkov is said to have lost to Party Boss 
Khrushchev the long-standing argument over 
how much emphasis to give development of 
heavy industry as opposed to light and local 
industry. Malenkov had promised the people 
rapid development of consumer goods produc- 
tion—in other words, a down payment on the 
higher standard of living which Communism 
has been dangling in front of the Russian people 
ever since the revolution. Khrushchev has suc- 
ceeded in reversing the field and renewing the 
Stalinist emphasis on heavy industry first. 

The budget for 1955, presented to the Su- 
preme Soviet five days before Malenkov sent it 
his resignation, told the story. Last year the 
budget allotted 133 billion rubles for investment 
in heavy industry and 36 billion for light indus- 
try. This year the allocations are 163 billion 
and 26 billion, respectively. Taken together, the 
two kinds of industrial development are to be 
increased this year by 11 per cent, absorbing 
one third of the total state expenditure. 

Economically, Khrushchev no doubt is on the 
right side of the argument. Any nation’s capacity 
to produce and distribute consumer goods de- 
pends upon the breadth of the heavy-industry 
base which underlies the whole economy. 

You must have plenty of steel, plenty of 
machine tools, plenty of railroad equipment and 
similar producers’ goods before you can have 
plenty of consumer goods. In the long run, 
Khrushchev's policy of strengthening the heavy- 
industry base is better calculated to produce 
more consumer goods (as well.as military po- 
tential and capital investment) than the Malen- 
kov policy of trying to squeeze o.t more con- 
sumer goods right now. .. "

Taking note of the change-over ‘in the Krem- 
lin and its uncertain meaning, on top of the 
Far Eastern trouble, Senator Russell says there 
is “substantial reason for very close re-evalua- 
tior® of planned reductions in military man- 
power.” And he is quite right in calling atten- 
tion to the “psychological effect” of military cuts 
in the United States on “other free nations 
under greater pressure than we are.” 

Senator Stuart Symington is even stronger in 
the way he puts his opposition to the cuts. He 
says they are “incredible” in view of devélop- 
ments on the world scene. Noting the reported 
12 per cent increase in the Soviet's military 


budget, the Missouri Senator contrasts that. with. 


the Eisenhower Administration’s proposal to 
cut not only the Army but the Marine Corps 
and to provide an increase of only some 5000 
men in the Air Force. The only way to justify 
this, says Senator Symington, is by “a desire to 
pursue our luxurious way of life.” 

The Post-Dispatch opposed the White House’s 
armed service cuts last year. We oppose them 
this year. We believe that while new weapons 
allow changes in military planning, our Army 
is none wes eect for the uncertain world of 
today. Thé House has just voted to extend the 
draft for the next four years, with only four 
members—all Republicans—voting No. Yet the 
Administration says cut the Army. It just does 
not make sense. 
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In Another Border State 

Several Eastern newspapers, including The 
New York Times and The Christian Science 
Monitor, have complimented the “border state” 
of Missouri for its progress in public school de- 
segregation. As border states go, Missouri seems 
to be leading the way. 

Another border state, and a neighboring one, 
is Oklahoma... It has less historical pretense to 
being southern, since it was not a state for more 
than 40 years after the Confederacy claimed Mis- 
souri with a star in its battle flag. What is Okla- 
homa doing about the Supreme Court’s anti- 
segregation decision? 

So far nothing concrete has been accomplished 
but the Legislature in Oklahoma City is con- 
sidering whether abandonment of the separate 
Negro school system should not mean better 
schools for everybody. A constitutional amend- 
ment has been proposed to raise school rev- 
enues. This measure suggests that when Okla- 
homa eventually desegregates its schools, they 
will be better schools. . 

Meanwhile State Représentative Bill Shipley, 
chairman of the Oklahoma House Educati 
Committee, has his own idea about Brosaenn 
ing integrated education. He suggests a “free 
transfer law” to permit school children to trans- 
fer to the school district of their choice, and to 
permit the school district to reject transfers or 
assign pupils to particular schools. This, in 
effect, would allow school boards to keep their 
schools all white or all Negro. 

So far the Shipley plan has won little support, 
so it remains a kind of solitary vestige of an 
educational theory which the Supreme Court 
threw out. Surely the big, sweeping “O.K.” state 
will continue to advance in public education. It 
has no border against that. 
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A River’s Bill ef Lading 


Inland waterways can provide economical 
transportation for a strikingly diverse bill of 
goods. This is shown by the Army Engineers’ 
report of 1954 traffic on the Cumberland river. 
The Cumberland rises in Harlan county, Ky., 
flows past Nashville, and empties into the Ohio 
near Paducah. 

Petroleum products, sulphur, molasses, sugar 
and fron and steel cts moved on the Cum- 
berland last year, all of them except iron and 
steel products in increased quantity over 1953. 
A single tow transported 800,000 gallons of mo- 
lasses to Nashville from New Orleans.

Ratification of the treaty with Chiang Kai- 
shek is a testimonial to the pressures that exist 
for senatorial acquiescence in foreign policy 
initiatives taken by the executive branch. In 
a very real sense this treaty was ratified by the 
overwhelming vote of 64 to 6 not because it was 
a wise and skillful stroke of diplomacy but be- 
cause its rejection might have been construed 
as embarrassing this nation before the world. 

Considering all the circumstances, including 
some which have arisen since the treaty was 
negotiated, the wiser course would have been 
to lay it quietly on the shelf. 

Immediately after it was signed, Secretary of 
State Dulles found it necessary to éxchange 
“clarifying” letters with Chiang’s Government 
to establish the point that the treaty did not 
authorize any attack on the China mainland 
without our consent. Then the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, before giving approval, 
found it necessary to state its “understanding” 
that the treaty did not constitute final and for- 
mal settlement of the question of sovereignty 
over Formosa. 

A treaty which must be so extensively “clar- 
ified” outside its own terms has something 
wrong with it. Basically, a treaty of mutual de- 
fense and alliance is the wrong instrument for 
embodying our policy toward Formosa and 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

Our objective is to guarantee Chiang and 
Formosa against aggression from the mainland 
pending final disposition of the Formosa ques- 
tion by international agreement. The congres- 
sional resolution authorizing President Eisen- 
hower to do just that is wholly adequate by it- 
self, and the treaty merely adds a dangerous 
and unnecessary complication. 

Let us hope that the dangers will be held in 
check by skillful management of our day-to-day

I’ve 
finally discovered that eight 
months of money golf is 
enough.” 

How good is his game? Well, 
Sam admits that once he used 
to pitch confidently to the 
green, and be sure the ball 
would drop five-six feet from 
the pin. “Then there comes a 
time,” he laughed a bit rue- 
fully, “when you throw it up 
there and hope it lands no 
more than 20 feet away.” 

“You mean you settle for 
two putts instead of one?” he 
was asked. Snead hesitated. 
“Well, not exactly that,” he 
hemmed ... but didn’t offer 
any alternative. 

If Sam is at the age when 
something begins to “give” in 
golf, what is it? Generally 
speaking, it is the inability to 
relax any more, he said. 

“Specifically, it’s the short 
game ... the irons. Like I 
said, you have the direction 
but not the touch. The ball is 
up there, but pot where it 
used to be.

Te course, is the drive. 
That's understandable. 
You have length and width 
off the tee and, therefore, no 
particular pressure.

Asks Congress to Seek 
Ways to Avoid Uneni- 
ployment Automation 
May Bring. 


WASHINGTON, Feby 10 (AP) 
~—CIO President Walter P. Reu- 
ther asked Congress today to 
study “the economic and social 
implications of automation” and 


He made the request in telling 
the Senate-House Committee on 
the Economic Report that he 
Eisenhower ee ae ae 
“failed to indicate how the na- 
tion’s tremendous potential for 
growth can be utilized to sus- 
tain full employment.” 
Automation is the term used 
to describe the growing tse of 
complex machinery, much of it 
guided through intricate. proc- 
esses by electronic devices and 
capable of turning out complete 
units in a single operation. 
Reuther said in his prepared 
testimony that automation 
“makes possible the automatic 
office, as well as the automatic 
factory, with the likelihood that 
entire plants, offices or: depart- 
ments in much of industry and 
comerce will-be operated by 
electronic control mechanisms 
within the coming decade or 
two.” 

“And in the offing,” he con- 
tinued, “is the development of 
atomic power and the possible 
practical use of solar energy. 
Productivity increases in the pe- 
riod ahead may well be tremen- 
dous, making possible the crea- 
tion of abundance in terms un- 
dreamed of before.” 

He called for development of 
“foresighted policies” which he 
said could “enable us to pass 
through the transition period 
without human suffering and 
undermining (of) our national 
strength. 

He said the President's eco- 
nomic report made no mention 
of such developments but con- 
tinue its “past policy of digging 
its head in the sand wher con- 
fronted with economic prob- 
lems.” 

An expanding labor force re- 
quires the finding of more, and 
more new jobs, Reutber said, 
but “TI fail to find any evidence 
for confidence in the continua- 
tion of even the present modest 
pick-up through 1955.”

A Racy ‘Lysistrata’ 


‘In French Manner 
~ By Myles Standish 


HREE views of the effects of war on women, one 
" poignant, one mystic and one broadly satiric, are con- 
: tained in “DAUGHTERS OF DESTINY,” an intelligent 

French-Italian production at the PAGEANT and RICH- 
MOND THEATERS. 

The last of the three is most successful 
for what it sets out to be, so we'll take 
it first. It has taken “Lysistrata,” and 
made a rollicking, racy farce of it, one so 
broadly satiric that it is closer to “Up in 
Mabel’s Room” than to Aristophanes, but 
a funny and zestful one withal. As done in 

French with English subtitles, it has a piquant and in- 

triguing lass, Martine Carol, as Lysistrata, the saucy wife 

of Athens’s general-in-chief. It is she who leads the women 
of Athens, yearning for the arms of their absent warrior- 
husbands, into a love-strike in an interlude of the war 
with Sparta until the men can view matters of war and 
peace more rationally. Ralf Vallone is the flabbergasted 
general. Christian-Jacque directed, and Jean Ferry and 

Henri Jeanson wrote the screenplay. , 

The middle interlude, “Jeanne,” is a vignette laid 
. towards the close of the career of Joan of Arc when the 
* warrior-maid, disheartened by venality, lust and cowardice 
* among her followers, finds new faith in a seeming miracle 
‘ of the resuscitation of an apparently dead infant long 
_ enough for it to be baptized. She leads her tattered rem- 
« nants of troops off on the last fateful road to Compiegne. 

This fragment is shiningly played by Michele Morgan as a 

completely human Maid of Orleans, one nervously exhausted 
and despairing yet summoning up the last resources of 

courage and inspiration. The moment of the supposed mir- 
acle is a touching one. But the fragment itself, as directed 
*'by Jean Dellannoy and written by Jan Aurenche and 

Pierre Bost, is not powerful enough to serve as more than 

a fleeting, if revealing and arresting snapshot, out of a 

complete text. Miss Morgan speaks English in this, and 

English is either dubbed in or spoken by the other actors, 
’ I am not sure which. | 

The other episode, “Elisabeth,” concerns the visit of 
‘an American war widow (Claudette Colbert) to an Italian 
village to view her husband’s military grave. She discovers 
“that her husband, wounded and escaping from the Ger- 
mans, took refuge with an attractive farm-girl (Eleanora 

Rossi-Drago) nearby, and their brief encounter resulted in 

a small son. This is quietly effective up to a point. But 

neither the bitterness of the wife's discovery, nor the two 

women’s consequent reflections on the evil of war and 

> essential goodness of men, develop the dramatic conflict 
or the philosophical wisdom to make it live up to its 
potential. The theme, in short, suffers from underdevelop- 
ment. Miss Colbert speaks in English. I suspect the English 
of Miss Rossi-Drago was dubbed jp. ; 


Jane in the Deep 
| Those who deride the new wide-screen “scope” proc- 
-esses as just a means to enlarge the banalities of some of 
the old screen’s more routine product, overlook the fact 
“the mew camera methods can infuse freshness and. vivid- 
ness into an otherwise hackneyed yarn. A 
good example is “UNDERWATER” at the 
FOX which outside of the obvious aspect 
of exploiting Jane Russell's physique in a 
skimpy swim suit, is a stereotyped yarn 
about searching for sunken treasure. 

This is done in SuperScope, the new 
Tushinsky process which gives a sharpness 
and depth effect like that of ~CinemaScope, although it 
doesn’t use as wide a screen. As a result, the photography, 
both on top of the water in a small yacht sailing the Carib- 
bean Sea (really the Pacific at Hawaii), and in the strange 


world of the deep, is beautiful and striking, full of life ing 
and clarity. There is éne lovely silvery shot of a moonlit. 1 
beach at night, across which ‘Richard Egan is playfully 5¢ 
chasing Jane, that ‘more ‘than atones for the mechanical ~ 


triteness of the actors at its climax. 

The underwater shots of Jane, the muscular Egan and 
equally muscular Gilbert Roland, wriggling about like fish 
with their bubbling aqualungs midst the decaying ruins of 
a Spanish galleon, are intensely interesting in themselves, 
although the built-up suspense about the dangers of their 
mission merely seems synthetic. We have with us, of . 
course, the menace of sharks and human sharks who hover 
about the enterprise, and the final highly moral renuncia- 
tion of greed by the heroes. . 

Beneath the ocean seems a perfect place for display 
of Jane’s talents; she doesn’t have to talk or sing or do any 
more acting than one can reasonably expect at that depth. 
We hereby uwominate her for an Oscar as best underwater 
actress of the year. \
